STOCKING UP WITH FRESH GOODS. 

On the threshold of what promises to be 
another very busy fall and holiday season, we 
take occasion to point out the necessity of 
clearing away the rubbish and other impedi¬ 
menta, in ihe shape, of shopworn or unsale¬ 
able goods, whether of books, stationery or 
novelties, and replacing them with timely and 
fresh stock. Though this course is of the 
utmost importance to a business, commercial¬ 
ly and financially, how often is it overlooked, 
especially by the country dealer, who, be¬ 
cause of his disregard of this vital matter, suf¬ 
fers loss and then attributes his disaster to 
bad luck and every other evil excepting to his 
own inertia and want of foresight and push 
and energy. 

Such as we have in our mind’s eye appear 
to be supremely indifferent to the nature and 
ago of their stock, and persist in having the 
same goods on show month after month. The 
only sign in their windows of the change of 
seasons is the appearance of a few cards, half 
of them perhaps of previous years’ designs. 
The rest of their windows is filled up with 
cobwebby and dusty quires of antediluvian 
rote paper, odd bunches of the old familiar 
red-handled penholders, pieces of half-melted 
sealing-wax twisted into odd Dantesque 
shapes, a ball or two of red and faded blue 
twine, a damaged porcelain figure, a rusted 
Jew’sharp (to maintain the claim of a dealer 
in objects of art and musical instruments), 


and a baker’s dozen of books—all back num¬ 
bers. The result of such shopkeeping is that 
the number of old customers gradually di¬ 
minishes, the majority of them preferring to 
patronize more enterprising rivals or to send 
their orders out of town. 

To all such, and to those who follow after 
them, we offer the advice: Clear out all your 
old stock, even if it be at “an enormous sac¬ 
rifice,” and replace it by up-to-date books and 
novelties—not necessarily a large stock of 
such, but one selected with care and discrim¬ 
ination, with as much regard, as possible, for 
the particular taste and wants of your con¬ 
stituency. And when the representatives of 
publishing and other houses call on you— 
and call they will—don’t bawl out from the 
further end of your store, “Nothing in your 
line to-day,” but look over what they have 
to show you; and if you find anything new 
that will suit your trade make a selection, if 
it be ever so small. Go slowly enough at all 
times not to overstock or to load up with what 
you will never need. Know yourself what you 
want and don’t let others prescribe for you. 

A couple of dollars judiciously invested, es¬ 
pecially in the latest novelties, will freshen up 
and enliven a whole shopful of semi-mori¬ 
bund lines—not that we would for a moment 
advise the retention of the latter if they can 
in any way be speedily got rid of. There is 
a close affinity—in a metaphorical sense—be¬ 
tween old stocks and weak backs. To get a 
new outfit is to put in a new backbone. Sur¬ 
gically, this is still an unsolved problem; 
commercially, it is a possibility. 


By way of the Hamburger Correspondent 
comes the interesting news that Frank W. 
Lovell has established himself in London with 
a view of introducing a lot of shilling books, 
bound in cloth, through newspaper syndicates 
and “draper’s shops.” He expects to sell half 
a million books the first year, and niore after 
that. He will incidentally teach the European 
book trade that “the old methods of selling 
books are no longer effective, having been sup¬ 
planted by those which have made department 
stores so phenomenally successful.” To a re . 
porter Mr. Lovell imparted the information 
that “in the United States the old-time liter¬ 
ary bookseller, who knew his book inside and 
outside, is quite extinct.” It might be well 
for Mr. Lovell to take to heart the famous 
saying of the late Mr. Charles A. Dana, that 
“it were better for a man not to know quite 
so much, as to know so many things that are 
not so.” 
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WHO’S WHO IN AMERICA. 

The editor of “Who’s Who,” John W. 
Leonard, in his preface to the revised edition 
rf this useful work, has compiled some in¬ 
teresting statistics from the great amount of 
personal information condensed in his closely- 
printed pages. Of the 11,551 men and women 
mentioned, 9800 are natives and 1281 foreign- 
born, the nativity of 461 being unrecorded. 
The list includes 2066 natives of the State of 
New York, 1130 born in Massachusetts, 1020 
in Pennsylvania, and 806 in Ohio. As to the 
present location of our notables, 2849 live in 
New York, 1010 in Massachusetts, 880 in 
Pennsylvania, 704 in Illinois, and 422 in Ohio. 
The 889 resident in the District of Columbia 
need not be particularly considered; since that 
is usually a residence dependent on official 
station. There are 307 natives of Virginia 
included in this book, but only 145 residents 
of that State. Those born in New England 
number altogether 2435; the residents, only 
1631. In the States west of the Mississippi 
this relation is, of course, reversed. Of the 
men and women of foreign birth who have 
attained distinction here, there are 287 na¬ 
tives of England, 238 of Germany, 146 of Ire¬ 
land, 84 of Scotland, and 43 of France—a 
smaller proportion, altogether, than might 
have been supposed when it is considered that 
the list includes diplomatists, actors, and 
others of peripatetic fame. 

One other item in these statistics is worthy 
of note. Assuming that the 11,551 people 
whose names are included in “Who’s Who” 
represent fairly the best achievement among 
contemporary Americans, what were their 
educational advantages? The editor has this 
information concerning 8141 of them. Only 
313 of these did not attend school; 808 had 
only a public-school education; but all the 
others went on through the higher academic 
grades; and 5775 are collegians, including the 
289 graduates of the military and naval acad¬ 
emies in this class. 


A NEWSDEALER’S REQUISITE OF 
SUCCESS. 

The Nezvs Trade Bulletin, published by 
Street & Smith, recently printed a number of 
communications from newsdealers in response 
to an inquiry from the editor, “What are the 
Requisites of Success in the News Business?” 
from which we make the following extracts: 

One contributor pins his faith on cash 
transactions- and no credit, while another 
holds that economy is the watchword of suc¬ 
cess. Perhaps the most striking feature of all 
the letters is the manner in which the news¬ 
dealers insist upon the necessity of possessing 
such information as a trade paper provides. 

Says one: “Keep posted—read freely. Be 
able to tell your customers what is worth 
buying and reading.” Whilst another says: 
“You should be posted in regard to the books 
you handle, and should be able to tell your 
customers whether it is a story of love, ad¬ 
venture, or of some other kind.” 

Clean shops, tidy windows, civility, neat¬ 
ness, a display of magazines and posters, an 
up-to-date stock, regular collecting days 
where credit is given, promptness and dis¬ 


patch, these are things upon which an un¬ 
varying insistence is placed, while many minor 
suggestions are also worth noting. “Do not 
ignore the schoolboy or girl’s penny trade, as 
they are great advertisers within the home 
circle,” is good advice; but, perhaps, the rich¬ 
es: morsel in the whole bushel of good recipes 
for success is found in the laconic advice, 
“Perpetual push.” Be he soldier, statesman, 
merchant, or newsagent, perpetual push is the 
royal means to a successful end. 

Says another: “Never talk politics or re¬ 
ligion to your customers when you can help 
it Interest them, rather, in a new magazine 
or book. It pays you better in the end.” 

The same advice, differently worded, is 
often to be met with, as is also “Allow no 
loafing.” A loafer seems to be the bete noir 
of the newsdealer, and members of the trade 
are urged to offer him no compromise. Per¬ 
haps the most unnecessary advice to the poor 
newsdealer, who probably works as long 
hours as any other shopkeeper, is offered by 
one who says that “Keeping everlastingly at 
it brings success.” We should hope so. The 
man who keeps eternally at his business de¬ 
serves more than success—he deserves a mon¬ 
ument ! 


THE INVENTOR OF THE LETTER¬ 
COPYING PRESS. 

Perhaps not one of the thousands who now 
use letter-copying presses remember or are 
aware who invented this useful contrivance. 
He was no less a personage than James Watt, 
the inventor of the modern condensing steam 
engine. Watt experimented for several years 
with a process for copying manuscript by 
using a glutinous ink and pressing the writ¬ 
ten page against a moistened sheet of thin 
paper. The preparing of the ink, which he 
undertook with the aid of an acquaintance 
who was a chemist, at first presented the 
greatest difficulties, as the properties of ani¬ 
line colors at that time were unknown. Watt 
patented his invention in 1780. describing 
both a roller press, the use of which he seems 
to have preferred in copying his own corre¬ 
spondence, and also the form of screw press 
now found in every merchant’s office. Al¬ 
though the usefulness of the invention was 
generally admitted, the opposition to it was 
both strong and violent, because it was feared 
that it would facilitate forgery. One oppo¬ 
nent declared in the presence of the manu¬ 
facturer of the press that Watt deserved to 
be hanged and his apparatus to be burned. 
Notwithstanding this feeling 150 presses were 
sold during the year 1780, when they were 
first put on the market. 


OBITUARY NOTES. 

James S. Packard, who will be remem¬ 
bered in the publishing trade through his long 
connection with the firm of Bulkley, Dunton 
& Co., dealers in paper, at 75 Duane Street. 
New York, committed suicide on the after- 
neon of the 16th inst. Mr. Packard had suf¬ 
fered for some time with nervous trouble. 

James Hooker Hamersley. well known 
through his connections with New York so- 
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ciety, died September 16, at his country home, 
Garrisons-on-the-Hudson, N. Y. He was 
born in New York, January 26, 1844, grad¬ 
uated from Columbia in 1865. For about ten 
years he practiced law, then retired to look 
after the large estate left by his father. Lit¬ 
erature was his diversion, and he was the au¬ 
thor of a number of poems, some of which 
were published in book form under the title 
of “The Seven Voices.” He also contributed 
to the magazines articles on politics and his¬ 
tory. 

Henry Benjamin Whipple, Protestant 
Epscopal Bishop of Minnesota, died at his 
home in Faribault, Minn., on Monday, Sep- 
tcmbei 16. Bishop Whipple, long known as 
the “Apostle to the Indians,” who called him 
“Straight Tongue,” was born at Adams, N. 
Y., on February 15, 1822, admitted to the 
priesthood of the Protestant Episcopal church 
in 1850, and became Bishop of Minnesota in 
1859 He founded many schools and fought 
many fights in Washington for the rights of 
the Indians of his diocese, and in 1876 secured 
th; Sioux treaty by means of which the most 
fertile parts of Dakota were opened to settle¬ 
ment. The Bishop was widely known 
thrcighout the world. He visited Havana, 
Hi waii and Porto Rico after they came under 
American control. Bishop Whipple wrote 
vtluminously on the Indian question, and pub¬ 
lished several volumes of letters and sermons. 
He also had just recently published “Lights 
and Shadows of a Long Episcopate.” 


NOTES ON AUTHORS. 

The real name of Maxim Gordy is Aliek- 
siei Maksimovitch Pieshkov. Gordy is a 
pseudonym, signifying “the bitter one.” 

Jules Verne, the famous French romancer, 
it is reported, has become totally blind. He 
has been suffering for years from a malady 
of the eyes. 

It now appears that Ernest Seton-Thomp- 
son’s name is Ernest Evan Seton. A short 
time ago it was stated that his name was 
Ernest Thompson Seton, but the Thompson 
seems to be an assumed name. 

Max Beerbohm Tree is at work on a “Book 
on Rascals,” in which he is assisted by James 
Pryde, the partner of William Nicholson of 
poster fame. Mr. Beerbohm’s gallery includes 
almost every famous rascal from Jonathan 
Wild to the Tichborne claimant. 

Francis Cowley Burnand, author of 
“Happy Thoughts,” which first appeared in 
Punch in 1866. is said to be writing his rem¬ 
iniscences, which cover fifty-odd years of Lon¬ 
don stage, journalism, and literature. He 
knew intimately most of the famous men in 
these departments of endeavor who figured in 
th<. Victorian epoch. 

It is disclosed that the author of “The Pri¬ 
vate Stable,” which Little, Brown & Com¬ 
pany originally published under the pseud¬ 
onym of “Jorrocks,” is the well-known horse¬ 
man, James A. Garland. Mr. Garland’s work 
was received by the press with entire ap¬ 
proval. It goes with the utmost thorough¬ 
ness into all the details of the equipment and 
management of a private stable.

Burlington, Vt.—G eorge H. Wilder, of the 
Montpelier Music Store, Montepelier, Vt.. has 
opened a branch book and stationery store 
on Main Street, with R. A. Brush in charge. 
Mr. Brush is also looking after a book store 
just opened at St. Albans, Vt. 

Elmira, N. Y.—James H. Dumars. book¬ 
seller, had his stock damaged by fire August 
24. 

Iowa City, Ia.— Joseph J. Lee has pur¬ 
chased the Pioneer Book Store, at 117 Wash¬ 
ington Street. The business, according to 
Geyer’s Stationer , was established in 1851 by 
William Lee, who was the pioneer of the book 
store business in Iowa City, and who gave his 
place the name “Pioneer Book Store.” which 
it yet retains. For twenty years William Lee 
served the wants of the community, until he 
died in 1871, when his son, James Lee. suc¬ 
ceeded to the business, and continued the 
same without a change of name until 1888, 
when he also died. In that year John Ries 
purchased an interest in the business with 
Margaret Lee. The firm remained intact un¬ 
til the 1st of September, when Mr. Ries re¬ 
tired on account of failing health, selling his 
interest to Margaret Lee. Now the place has 
again changed ownership, but it still remains 
Lee’s “Pioneer Book Store.” Joseph J. Lee, 
although no relative of the Lees who have 
always been identified with the business, steps 
in and uses the same name.” 

Jamestown, N. Y.—Frank M. Clark has 
purchased the interest of C. E. Clark in the 
firm of Clark Bros., booksellers, and will 
hereafter conduct the business under the firm 
name of Frank M. Clark. 

Knoxville, Tenn.— Norman B. Morrell has 
been appointed receiver of the affairs of Og¬ 
den Bros. & Co., wholesale booksellers and 
stationers. The nominal assets are stock of 
stationery, invoiced a little while prior to ap¬ 
pointment of receiver at $18,000, a job office 
and bindery, perhaps worth $7000 to $10,000, 
and accounts, book value, $9000. Estimated 
liabilities, $41,000. The receiver is at present, 
under order of court, conducting the business 
with the view of realizing as much as possible 
for the equal benefit of all creditors. There 
is some chance that the company will be re¬ 
organized by some of the larger creditors and 
stockholders.

New York City.— Temple Scott has been 
succeeded as American representative of John 
Lane by T. E. Comba, of the firm of Tritslove, 
Hanson & Comba. 

Peoria, III.—A new book and stationery 
store is to be started at 105 South Adams 
Street, about October 15, by the Richardson 
Book and Stationery Co. The firm starts well 
equipped, and the business is to be conducted 
along modern lines by young men. Richard¬ 
son Brothers, who were recently burned out 
at Mattoon. Ill., are interested in the new en¬ 
terprise.

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style was never exercised to such advantage 
as in dealing with the graver matter of human 
destiny, and this volume, like his books on 
'‘The Idea of God" and “The Destiny of 
Man," will possess a strong attraction for 
thoughtful minds. Completing as it does the 
series of books on human life and destiny, it 
forms a fitting conclusion to a life of literary 
labors. 

H. M. Caldwell Co., Boston, will publish 
on October 15 “The Seven Sins," by Eugene 
Sue, in five volumes, illustrated with etchings 
and half-tones. The volumes will be uniform 
with their editions of Sue’s “Wandering Jew" 
and “Mysteries of Paris." They have pub¬ 
lished an attractive holiday edition of .Charles 
Reade’s “The Cloister and the Hearth," with 
original etchings and hand-illuminated front¬ 
ispieces ; also, an edition of John Bain’s excel¬ 
lent collection, entitled “Tobacco in Song and 
Story," bound in full chamois, tobacco color, 
perfecto ribbon book mark, and boxed in an 
imitation cigar box, which makes a peculiarly 
appropriate gift to a man who smokes or as 
a euchre or whist prize. 

J. F. Taylor & Co. will publish at once 
“The Van Dwellers," a humorous story by 
Albert Bigelow Paine, who dedicates his book 
to those unfortunate persons “who have lived 
in flats, who live in flats, and who expect to 
live in flats."* They will publish shortly “The 
Ordeal of Elizabeth," a picture of New York 
social life, by a “prominent New York society 
belle whose identity is kept in darkness;" 
“Lachmi Bai," a novel dealing with the Sepoy 
Rebellion, by Michael White, formerly an of¬ 
ficer in the British army; also, “The Billy 
Stories," by Eva Lovett, a book for boys. 
The interest which “A Drone and a Dreamer" 
has aroused in Nelson Lloyd’s work has ne¬ 
cessitated a new edition of his former book, 
“The Chronic Loafer." The new edition will 
be issued shortly. William. Heinemann has 
secured the London market for both of these 
books, and has included them in his Library 
of American Authors. “The Chronic Loafer" 
has scored a great success in England. “A 
Drone and a Dreamer" is now in its third edi¬ 
tion in this country. 

James Pott & Co. announce a charming 
book, entitled “By the Waters of Sicily," by 
Nora Lorimer. It contains the letters of a 
brother to his sister, giving a series of vivid 
pictures of life in Sicily, telling about the peo¬ 
ple and all sorts of Italian things, and finally 
a delightful romance. The first half of the 
letters is dated from Syracuse, and gives color 
to the title. The remaining half of the letters 
is devoted to Castrogiovanni, high up on the 
fountain Girgenti, where the sulphur trade 
centres, and Palermo. The larger part of 
the book is made up of usually intimate pic¬ 
tures of Sicilian life. In this respect it is one 
of the best guide books to the places above 
named.

They have also just 
ready the two last volumes of the Personal 
edition of George Eliot’s novels, which are 
notable in that each contains, among other 
unique illustrations, a hitherto unpublished 
portrait—one of George Eliot, herself, and 
the other of her father, Robert Evans, both 
by Mrs. Charles Bray. The two volumes con¬ 
tain respectively the poems and essays. A 
novel by the author of “An Englishwoman’s 
Love Letters," entitled “A Modern Antaeus,” 
is the interesting announcement which Double¬ 
day. Page & Co. make in their autumn list. 
Several of the first chapters are already in 
type, and some who have read them think they 
sec in them an answer to the most often re¬ 
peated question in the “love letter" mystery, 
“Why wasn’t there a marriage?" On the 
other hand, others who hold the “letters" 
genuine and the novel, alone, a purely liter¬ 
ary production, maintain that the entire novel 
adds to the mystery of the unknown writer, 
for the manuscript has been placed in the 
publishers’ hands without information as to 
how long it has been written.
